Zn  r«g*rd  to  tho  Ineidonit  InvelTlng  observttlon  of  on 
untdmtiflod  objodt  by  plloti  of  F8X  aircraft  on  27  and  28 
April  1950  in  the  area  of  Ideawa  Air  Baee»  Japan,  we  are 
oonrlneed  that  the  pilot  In  eaoh  eaae  actual!/  saw  what  was 
deeeribed. 


Ae  to  what  the  object  actual!/  was,  we  feel  that  it  was  not 
an  aircraft  or  aerodynaaic  device  of  an/  aort,  but  waa  a viaiial 
effect  produced  by  ahock  wairea  from  other  F6CX:  aircraft  in  the 
area  at  the  time  each  obaenration  waa  made.  In  thia  connection 
we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  eventa  took  place  at  18,000 
to  25#000  ft  and  could  have  been  cauaed  by  light  refraction 
in  varying  denaitiea  of  air  cauaed  by  ahock  wavea,  aueh  aa  the 
Sohlieren  effecta  which  can  be  photographed,  or  ice  cr/atala 
foroed  aa  a reeult  of  ahock  wavea  diatuxbing  auper-cooled  water 
vapor  in  the  atooephere,  or  a combination  of  both  theae  poa^lbilitiea. 
It  riiould  be  noted  that  the  object  ia  deacribed  aa  having  '!no 
deoait/*,  looking  like  aualin,  and  having  no  well  defined  reflecting 
aurfacee,  all  of  which  auggeata  not  a aolid  thing  but  a "condition" 
which  esdeted  in  a given  volume  of  apace.  If  Polaroid  material 
waa  in  the  path  of  obaenration  it  eoulc  have  contributed  to 
appearaneea  of  form  and  color. 

Hkia  Caae  in  eome  reapeeta  la  aiadlar  to  the  exciteoent 
cauaed  b/  "exploaions"  over  Dayton  not  so  long  ago.  The  aerodynaxdata 
decided  that  the  "es^loaiona"  reaulted  from  ahock  wavea  aet  up 
by  a jet  aircraft.  All  thia  aeems  to  prove  that  in  advancing 
the  perfomaneee  of  aircraft  and  weapons  and  in  the  operational 
uee  of  our  new  weapons,  there  will  continue  to  be  new  aighta  and 
aomda  that  were  not  associated  with  the  old*
